In June a "miwSs mealing" wad held 
in New Westnnnster-for tbe purpose 
condemning the course pursued^ by 
tbe ProTiucinl GovernmeDt, in refus- 
ing to nogotiato \Yith Mr. Mackenzie 
and appealing to the Quoen. Resolu- 
tions of a very pronouucod clianiclor, 
condomniug the course of tlio Proviu- 
ciul Government and approving of the 
policy of tlio Dominion Goverunicnt, 
were uuanimoaslj adopted, vrcre, by 
direction of the mooting, tolegrapbed 
to Mr. Mackonzio, and ultimately took 
the form of a petition to the Governor- 
General, which potilion was uuuier- 
ously signed ou the Malulaad and 
duly transmitted to Ottawa. Siiii-u 
then the two papers published at Now 
"Westminster, at variance on almost 
every. other subject, have, in the main, 
be^d at one on this; and it is not moiv 
Ihm four or five weeks since Ihe 
"Herald." itself an organ of the Pro- 
vlneial Government, exerted sufiScient 
independence to aidminister a sound 
drubbing to tlio orgau-in-cliief for 
having misrepresented and impugued 
the action of Hew Westminster upon 
the occasion referred to. It is now 
stated that a numerously signed docu- 
ment is on tbe way from New West- 
minister, instructing the member for 
that city to support tbe very act which 
tbe "Royal City" condemned in so 
pronounced a manner last June and, 
t'lere is reason to believe, ever sinee. 1 
We cannot say that this information i 
eurprises us. It is not the first time 
that the present Government baa had 
recourse to similar means for a similar 
object. Nor is it strange that there 
should be found in Now Westiuiuster, 
as in every other community, a num- 
ber of persons willing, from one mo- 
tive or another, to do the bidding of 
whatever Government may be in pow- 
er, even if, in the doing of it, they 
should stultify their own acts and 
swallow their own prufessious — we 
will not say priuciplcs. Ami we kiio.^ , 
too, — who does notV — the facility, the 
ingennity, with which designing and 
ujocrupuious persons can obtain the 
signatures of the uiiwaiy to almost 
anv document. f3nt., kno winy and ad- 
mitting all this, we slioulJ, indeed, bo 
surprised to Ie.i,rn that New West- 
minister bad, as a whole or by the 
overt act of a majority of her citizens, 
done anything so inconceivably iuaon- 
sistent, so calculated to plaee her in a 
false position both here anil at Otta- 
wa. Altogether apart from tbe hijiber 
gi'ound from which we feel sure she 
would not fail to view the subject, 
New Westminster knows too well 
where her true interests lie to be guil- 
ty of 80 egregious a blunder.

The 
prooeadings were first taken before Dr. 
Oliipp, aoting as Coroner in tha absenee 
of Dr, Bell, tiio Coroner. After tho Jury 
had bertii sworn, 

Mr. G. W. liobinson naked the Deputy 
Oorunor if h« could appear at the inquest 
on behalf of the Crown? 

The Deputy (Coroner — No; not -vrithout 
you have boon empowered to do so. 

Mr. Kobiuson llion askad if he could 
appear on beiialf of the dead Ohiuamau ? 

Tiie Deputy Oorouer— Oectaiiiiy, if bis 
friends havo auCIiorizad you to do so. 

Mr. Bobinsoii ftiled to prodiifia any 
authority to act for the deceased, or to 
show that he liad ever been asked to do 
BO by deceased's conntrymen. Not at all 
nndaunted, Mr. Bobinson then said he 
irould claim to appear in the interests of 
humanity. 

The Deputy Coroner said bo conld not 
permit the interference of unauthorized 
and irresponaiblo purties. 

The lirat r.-itness— a Chinaman — was 
then called, but did not put inanappear- 
ance. 

^ho'Pauuty Coroner asked if the vrit- 
nesB had bison subpcenaed ? 

The Chief Constable said he had por- 
(lonally served the sereral subpccaas, but 
they did not call for tho appearance of 
the witnesses until tho following day, tho 
17th. 

After a few words with the Chief Gon- 
Btable as to the misdating of the subpoo- 
sas (Nrhioh'hkd baea filled up by tha 
Deputy Coroner himself) the Deputy 
Coroner left tho room. 

Previous to his departure several jury- 
man demanded remuneration from the 
Deputy Coroner lor. the loss of time oc- 
oasioned by their unaeoessary attend- 
ance. 

The jury then separated of their own 
acoord. 

About two hours afterwards the Coro- 
ner (Dr. Bell) mansged to come to town, 
called the same jury together, and pro- 
oaevled with thu inquisition. 

It is necossiiry to state that the inquiry 
was held on tho demand of Mr. G. \V. 
Bobiuson on the grounds — Ist. That the 
deceased Cliinamen had been inhumanly 
treated by being oonhned in the Barker- 
Tille lock up, a plaoiB unfit to conflno a 
dog in. 2il. 'Ihst it was reported the de- 
ceased Chinaman had been turned out of 
tha hospit.nl by tho physician in charge 
wbila in a dangerous state. 

The circuiustnncos of tho Chinaman 
having betn B-ie4jd for supposed intox- 
ication was narrated. G. W. Bobinson 
testified that ho heard loud knocking at 
tho gaol during the night, and faint 
knocking towartls morniug. The cold 
was bitter. Constable Lindsay testified 
that ho took tho man to gaol and built up 
a fira to keep him warm. One witness 
aworo that he saw the constable drag- 
ging the wretched creature to prison, and 
remonstrated , with him for bia treatment 
•f the Ohinamiin, wherenpon tho con- 
stable rephed that he was "no flunkey to 
a Chinaman." 

The jury inapocted the premiaes and 
found ihsit'iin building was comfortable. 
They also fi.nnd that the man had 2y, 
pairs of single blankets and a small wool- 
en ruff,bat HO mcOtrtuMM. _,Xha jury re- 
turned a verdict exonerating the consta- 
ble and tho hospital physician, and throw 
the blame of deceased's countrymen, add- 
ing at a rider that mora blankets should 
be provided at tlio lock up. 

Tho rider shows thit there is a good 
deal more in this case than tha local pa- 
perhai allowed to appear in print.

— Up to writing 
we havo received no intolligonco what- 
ever from tho Deloiio Kiver. Two 
men came up from McDaine Creek, 
but report nolbiug new in the way of 
milling. Tlioy have been engaged 
principally in (rapping, and havo |iiiot 
with very iudiffcrent success. Several 
other parties havo boon engaged in a 
similar pursuit and havo also inot with 
but poor .success. The Abbott Tun- 
nell Co. have keen paying pretty well, 
say from lifty or sixty ounces por 
week. The "VVilliara and Paine Tun- 
nel Co. adjoining tho Abbott, are do- 
ing pretty well, having washed up 17 
ouiu os for two men tho last week, 
Theso are the only two companies that 
arc taking out any money, although 
tlioro are several more prospecting. 
Tlierc are now about 40 men winter- 
ing hero, and soiuo havo devoted their 
time to sawing lumber, as tho ico 
freshet has carried away a considera- 
ble amount of sluice boxes and several 
wheels, and they are also cutting lum- 
ber for building purposes and boating. 
Tho weather has been very cold since 
Christinas. The niorcury has been 
frozen very hard. Theso has not been 
any very groat amount of .snow falling 
up totUUo, there being about eighteen 
inches lying on tho ground at present. 
Thus you can see that tho winter has 
not been so severe as wo were led to 
expect, but it has been miserable 
enough, and all the world may have 
been at war wiih each other and swallow- 
etl up, and we be in bliasful ignorance, 
as we have rcceiveJ no news bines tho 
middle of laat November. Tho ice freshet 
did not do any very considoraldii amount 
of damage to claims above the discovery. 
Most of Choso having their sluice boxes 
lost are claims close "th town,^ run- 
ning from tho Walsh Claim and running 
liaat the lir.at point. There are two new 
buildiiiga going up in town, at least tho 
logs and lumber are mostly out— ono for 
myself, the ofher next to Clnrke'H saloon 
for a restaurant. There will bo several 
more in the spring. There is plenty of 
beef hero, (we have about fifty- live thou- 
.sand pounds on hand, which we are sell- 
ing ab 30 ftnd 35 cents per pound.)

Nsw Orleans, March 5 — A Browns- 
ville special says a dispatch from Sheriff 
Leo, of Hidalgo Connty, to Judge Dongh- 
crty states that ten masked men crossed 
the riverfrom Mexico near Ul o les' llar.ch" 
20 miles below Edinburgh, and 11 armed 
men crossed at laentalos. aliout 7 miles 
above Edingbureh and Foresttown, go- 
ing to the prairies. There ia great ex- 
citement all along tho lower river. Be- 
porta come from all parts of armed 
Mexicans gathering on tho IJ. S. side of 
the river. Gen. Homer says he baB not 
troops enough to protect the whole of 
tho river.
